cropped up again and were quick- 
ly proven groundless. 
The search went tirelessly on

"The tax is being imposed be- 
cause of the ultimate illegal use 
of the product The practical ef- 
fect is to tax an illegal business.

With the addition of over 225 
outside reading books, classics and 
reference books; the inauguration 
of a new card index cataloguing 
system, and tho services of 
a 


trained librarjan, since the open- 
ing of the 1931 fall term, the Cor- 
sicana high school library has be- 
come one of the most, up to date 
and valuable ones in schools of 
this size in the state. From pur- 
chases and donations, the reading 
room now contpins a total of 4,31)2 
volumes, aside from the textbooks. 


Of this number there are 2,360 
classics end handbooks, in addi- 
tion to 482 of the best reference 
books obtainable, and 1,548 recre- 
ational and outside reading books, 
that are used by the students for 
their additional readings in science, 
soclil sciences and English. 


Numerous

According to Miss Kda. Wavson, 


librarian, who received her B. A.

lege, and who compiled this data, 
the students take a. keen interest 
in the library's educational possi- 
bilities and growth. They are per- 
mitted to take books out on the'r 
cards overnight, and during thu 
week ends. 
In addition to this 


service, each student's schedule is 
arranged to provide one library 
period each tiny, and he is requir- 
ed lo spend this time in utilizing 
the reading room's facilities.
